CONFERENCE WITH THE GOVERNMENT LAWYERS. 

‘At 10 o’clock yesteraay morning the Hon. 
Jasper D. Ward mounted the staircase of the 
Custom-House Building and entered the District 
Attorney's office. It was not the first time that 
Mr. Ward had mounted those stairs aod entered 
that office, but in the old times he walked up 
with a brisk step, and went into the office with 
a pleasant nod to whomsoever he met. In those 
days he wae United States District Attorney, and 
bis habits were methodical. From 10 until 11 
he applied himself to his mail, and from 11 to 12 
he gave audience to a score of newspaper men. 
His seance with journalists was fearful and 
wonderful. Foran hour he was eloquent over 
things that happened in the Illinois Legislature 
and matters in Congress, and, when he saw the 
reportorial mouth open and a question coming 
up the reportorial throat, another incident im- 
mediately suggested iteelf to Mr. Ward, which 
closed the reportorial mouth and went half-way 
down the reportorial throat, and there stuck. 
But the boys all liked Ward, and his office was a 
stamping ground for the beet reportorial talent 
in those days, and when the news came that the 
huge, good-natured District-Attorney had been 
removed, genuine grief fell upon the journalis- 
tic ranks, and there was a warm expression of 
sympathy for him, connected with the hope that 
his successor would be an egually good fellow. 
So far as getting any news out of Ward, it was 
an utter and clearly defined impossibility, and 
his standing joke of Don't say you got any- 
thing from me passed into a by-word. 

And as Mr. Ward slowly secended the stair- 
way yesterday morning and entered his office, be 
was cheerily greeted by a Tum reporter, but 
it wae noticed that the old elastic step that char- 
acterized Ward in his official days was gone, and 
that he had lost the ancient look that betokened 
a proprietary interest in ali he surveyed. He 
was collected, aod all that, but he felt that he 
was a Visitor to his old haunts and no longer 
District Attorney. 

Judge Bangs was in the office and welcomed 
Mr. Ward, and, after 6 few minutes of general 
conversation, the two gentlemen entered the

More Clipping of the Appropria- 
tion Bill 


The Sums for Scavenger-Work and 
Evening-Schools Reduced. 


A Few Small Items Added for Various 
Purposes. 


An adjourned meeting of th the City Council was 
held yesterday afternoon for the consideration 
wf the Appropriation bill, President Dixon in 
the chair, and a quorum’ present. 

The item for House of Correction, city ceme- 
tery, hay-ecales, contingent fand, cost of tax- 
sales, Criminal Court, election expense, and en- 
tertainment of official visitors were passed as 
they came from the Committee of the Whole. 

When the item of $14,000 for 

EVENING SCHOOLS 
was reached Ald. Culierton moved to strike it 
from the bill, and supported his motion in a 
speech in whieh he said that, in the present 
state of the city, the young girls and boys should 
be obliged to go withont their instruction in 
the evening for one year. 


Ald. Richardson was in favor of striking out | 


the item. He thought that the Young Men's 
Christian Association and like associations 
could carry on the work for a year. 

Ald. Campbell favored the item. 

Aid. Schaffner said that the city was full of a 
foreign population who had no opportunity to 
learn the English language except in the even- 
ing-schools; they were obliged to work for a 
living in the day, and he thought it would be 
very — policy to cut out the item and pre- 
vent them from learning English in the evening. 

Ad. Case was in favor of keeping the item. 
He was sorry to see s sort of kno ow-nothing 
spirit in the Council. The mover of the at- 
tempt to cut out the item had been in favor of 
150 extra policemen. The item under considera- 
tion would do more good than these policemen. 

Ald. Richardson explained that he was not at all 

to education, 5 what he did mean was 
that the work of evening teaching could be car- 
ried on one year as a public charity, and not as 
an expense to the cit 
d. Culierton Waid that the Board of Educa- 
tion ‘anal not have had a very clear idea of 
economy when they asked for twice as much 
this year ($14,000) -as they did last year for 
evening schools. He believed that it was the 
duty of the Council to reduce the amount of the 
bill wherever they could. As to the item for 150 
policemen, the speaker denied that he had been 
in favor of it, and said that it did not have a 
single advocate on the Council floor.

THE INDUSTRIOUS SHOEMAKER. 


An Iustructtve Lesson on Hard Times, 
To the Editor of The Chicaco Tribune : 

Caicaco, March 11.—Suppose that in the VII- 
lage of A there is only one shoemaker. Eager 
aiter greedy gain, and saying to himself: Why 
should I not alone provide | the people in this vil- 
lage with shoes and boots ? Why should shoe- 
makers from other villages send their stock bere 
to be sold right at my door ?” he decides to send 
to the Legislature of the village a petition, read- 
ing thus : “ Gentlemen of the Senate and House: 
I will agree to make and mend your boots and 
shoes if you are willing to protect me in my 
trade by levying an import-duty of 75 cents on 
each pair of shoes and $1.25 on each pair of boots 
sent hither from neighboring villages. Inas- 
much as I am a native citizen of this village, I 
think it is your duty to grant me such à protec- 
tion, in order that I shall not starve to death.” 
The Legislature, who fail to understand 
that their shoemaker ought to be able 
to make just as good shoes and boote as the 
neighboring shoemakers, and just as cheap, and 
that, unless be can do 80, it will be better for 
all concerned to give the neighboring shoemak- 
ers ea chance to sell their shoes in the village, 
think this request a very reasonabie and proper 
one, and levy, accordingly, the requested duty 
on all shoes and boots 1 to the village 
from other villages. Ergo, the in ous shoe- 
maker is alone master of the situation, com- 
manding the market at home at pleasure. Im- 
ported shoes, with the addition of 75 cents duty, 
are now worth in the village $3.75 a pair, and 
imported boots, with the duty added, are worth 
$7.50, and neither can be sold at all, the prices 
being too exorbitant. Surely the shoemaker 
now 1 to be satisfied. But is he 
satisfied? Far from that! He then says 
to himself: Im shoes are now 
worth 53.75 a pair, and imported boots $7.50 
ditto, when I am selling my shoes at $3, and my 
boots at $6. That won't do! Everybody can 
see that 1 cannot afford to make a sacrifice like 
that. I shall have to raise my prices thus: for 
shoes, $3.50, and for boots $7.25, and I will still 
be amply protected, selling below the price of 
the imported stuff. And go he raises his price, 
levying an extra tax of 50 cents on every pair 
of shoes, and $1.25 On every pair of boots. he is 
selling to the 125 Well, the shoemaker 
grows fat and rich by the protective tariff ac- 
corded him, and the villagers —4.— poorer, hav- 
ing to contribute to eatisfy his greediness. 

But suppose now tbat the shoemaker has hed 
in his employ ten workmen, every one of whom 
seeing the great gain of the master, decides to 
start for himself,—each empiosimg in turn ten 
workmen, and each sharing in the protection ac- 
corded their employer, what will be the conse- 
quenee ? True, they enjoy, all of them, the 
privilege to plunder the villagers to the same ex- 
tent as their former employer; but, inasmuch as 
100 shoemakers produce ten times as much work 
as ten could produce, the amount of shoes and 
boots required for the villagers will be supplied 
in less than three months, leaving the 
shoemakers unoccupied nine montns of 
the year. Were they only able to send their shoes 
and boots to the nighboring villages, they might 
sell them there, and have work the year round; 
but, owing to the fact that manufacturers of 
inumerable other articles, profiting by the 
privilege accorded the shoemakers, have asked 
and received similar protection, which caused 
the leather and everything else to raise 50 per 
cent, they cannot compete with other shoe- 
makers, being actually shut off from other mar- 
kets and confined to their own. 

This, I betieve, is a true and faithful picture 
of our present,condition in this country, if we 
ouly add that the villagers are in debt over their 
ea. 8, and have no other 28 but ‘‘rag- 
money.’ .

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Warren’s Address, in 17723, om the 
Massacre Anniversary. 
Boston Trangcript. 

The following account of Warren's address on 
the massacre anniversary, one hundred and one 
ears ago. is from the diary of an English officer,

ensued, which filled the people with such con- 
sternation that they were getting out as fast as 
they could from doors and windows. It was 
imagined that there would * been 4 riot, 
— if there had, would, in all probability, 
have proved fatal to Hancock, Adams, Warren, 
and the rest of those villains, as they were ali 
up in the pulpit together, and the meetisg was 
crowded with officers and seamen in such a 
manner that they could not have escaped. How- 
ever, it luckily did not turn out 80; it would 
indeed have been a pity for them to have made 
their exit in that way, as | hope we shall have 
the pleasure before long of seeing them do it by 
the hands fo the hangman.

The Democrats in 
the Senate have been advised of this, and 
are disposed to go for Dana, because his 
edition of the book was a direct assault 
upon the Calhounism with which LawAXNcE's 
edition was so tinctured that during the 
War the State Department discarded it. 
So the fight against Dana’s confirmation, so 
far, at least, as they are concerned, is a de- 
fense of Calhounism, it would seem. Bx 
Burrxn's grievance is personal, and he hopes 
through his personal influence—which, it is 
to be hoped, is net nearly so great as that 
would imply—to secure the twelve Republic- 
an votes necessary with the vote of the Dem- 
ocratic Senators to reject the nomination of 
Dana. The President has declined to recall 
the nomination until after Dana shall have 
been heard by the Committee, before which he 
will appear next Tuesday. It is rumored at 
Washington that, in case the nomination be 
rejected, the name of Mr. E. W. Srovonrox, 
the well-known New York lawyer, will be sent 
in instead. 


The ScHEenck correspondence communi- 
cated by Secretary Fun to the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs is a luminous and 
fitting supplement to Mr. Scuencx’s other 
performances in connection with the Emma 
Mine swindle. Of all the tricks he has 
played in the whole tricky business, it was 
the sharpest. But it chanced that he played 
it on the wrong individual. On the 9th ult., 
the London papers of which date announced 
the passage by the House of the resolution 
of inquiry in his case, in a state of boiling- 
over indignation and high moral dudgeon, 
Scuencs, by cable dispatch, tendered his 
resignation. Next day, evidently counting 
upon receiving in response a message de- 
clining acceptance of his resignation, 
he telegraphed asking leave to pub- 
lsh in the London papers this 
high moral dudgeon dispatch, in which 
he proclaimed his purpose to remain in Lon- 
don and meet any suits against him, and to 
generally vindicate himselfthere. With this, 
of course, he contemplated publishing the 
President’s response, as he supposed it would 
be, declining the resignation. This made 
Mr. Scuencx’s little game of securing the 
whitewash of a Presidential indorsement 
covering his Emma Mine operations dis- 
tinctly perceptible ; and his resignation was 
promptly accepted by the President. Nor 
would the latter recall it, though in response 
to ScuEencx’s importunities it was delayed 
long enough to enable Mr. Scuenck to ar- 
range for his departure. And he took 
especial pains not to linger in England to 
answer suits and vindicate himself. 


TAXING FUTORE GENERATIONS. 

In the report of the debate in the Common 
Council on the city finances, the following 
paragraph occurs: 

Ald. Cars then proceeded with his speech in 
opposition to the item. Chickens would, he said, 
come home to roost, and he was glad to see the system 
which Mr. Hayes had inaugurated come back to

This style of logic is not new. Mr. Camp- 
BELL merely repeated the senseless twaddle 
always common among the spendthrift, reck- 
less demagogues who think that Govern- 
ments are instituted for no other purpose 
than to confiscate private property and ap- 
portion it among loafers and bummers. Mr. 
Hayes has probably never regretted his 
agency in helping to place in the Constitu- 
tion the limitation upon the creation of debt 
by municipal bodies. It has proved of in- 
calculable benefit to the people of this 
State. The bonded indebtedness of cities, 
towns, villages, and counties in this State 
had reached nearly forty millions of dollars 
when the new Constitution was adopted. 
The arrest was by no means made too soon. 
There are towns in this State which have be- 
come so overwhelmed with debt, through the 
facility of selling bonds, that they have ‘ac- 
tually succumbed. Capital and population 
have moved away; taxation, if enforced, 
would be equivalent to confiscation, so 
taxation is omitted, interest is not 
paid, creditors have obtained judgments, 
and municipal ruin is the end. It may 
be imagined what would be the present 
indebtedness of Chicago had not the ro- 
straining provision been in the Constitution 
at the time of the fire. There would have 
been hundreds of even louder-talking dema- 

than Mr. CamMpse.t., who would have 
ranted about making posterity pay its share 
of building the city and of making perma- 
nent improvements. The clamor for the sale 
of bonds to give employment for labor 
would have been intense, and conspicuous 
among those voting to increase the public 
debt would be a score of persons whose 
names may be found with Mr. CaurELTL on 
the list of city Aldermen. We have already 
funded a reasonable bonded debt of thirteen 
and a half millions of dollars for posterity to 
pay. When the new Constitution was adopt- 
ed, the Government of Chicago had departed 
from the pay-as-you-go system and discov- 
ered the easy process of selling bonds. That 
system was in full blast, and such was its mo- 
mentum that, despite the prohibitions of the 
Constitution, the city has actually contracted 
an additional debt of three millions of dol- 
lars. 

After the fire there was an insane effort 
made to have the City of Chicago contract a 
loan of twenty to thirty millions, to lend it 
out to individuals to improve their property ; 
a like effort was made to entrap the City of 
Boston into such an arrangement, after the 
fire in that. city, but fortunately nothing 
came of either suggestion. These schemes 
were of the same class as those talked of by 
CaMPBELL,—of making posterity pay a share 


of the expenses of the city, and furnishing 
labor.

In 
New York it has accumulated a debt of $142,- 
000,000, and increased the annual tax at the 
same time to $25,000,000; in Philadelphia it 
has run up a debt ranging between $60,000,- 
000 and $75,000,000, and in all the cities of 
the country in the same way. Taxing pos- 
terity never diminishes present taxation, 
but the immediate extravagance keeps pace 
with the enormous draft on the future. The 
one form of oppression but intensifies the 
other. 

But there is a positive misstatement of the 
facts. One-half, if not more than that pro- 
portion, of the necessary expenditures of Chi- 
cago is to pay interest on what we owe and 
to pay salaries. The charge for in‘erest, now 
reaching to nearly $1,200,000 a year, is our 
annual contribution to the debt which it is 
said we have pushed on posterity. The next 
burden is salaries, and this is but taking one 
man’s property to pay it to another. We 
have but few expenditures for what are styled 
permanent improvements. Nothing is of a 
permanent character. Our street pavements 
have to be renewed at brief intervals. Our 
sewers cost for repairs and cleaning an im- 
mense sum annually, and it will be fortunate 
if they do not have to be renewed at least 
once in every generation. Within the last 
six years we have renewed nearly all our 
water-pipe, and such renewals will have to be 
more or less continuous. The present water- 
machinery is new, and will have to be re- 
newed from time to time. Our bridges, side- 
walks, lamp-posts, and all other improve- 
ments, are by no means of a permanent 
character; on the contrary, they are of a very 
transitory and brief endurance. At this time 
we have no permanent buildings, nor had 
we at the time of the fire. The patched-up 
Court-House and City-Hall, had there been 
no fire, would long since have proved too 
small, and a new one would now be in order. 

In point of fact, therefore, we have no 
legitimate expenses save those needed for 


‘meet all the annual expenses; when an ap- 
propriation is made, a tax-levy should follow 
equal to the payment of the whole appropria- 
tion. We should pay as we go. The city 
should no more borrow money for current 
expenses than should an individual; and it 
should keep its current expenditures within 
the amount of its income. x 

But Mr. CaurnzLL and his school do not 
want that kind of honest Government. If 
he regulated his own personal expenditures 
upon the same plan that he does those of the 
city, his financial collapse would be inevita- 
ble. The pay-as-you-go principle is especial- 
ly obnoxious to the dead-beat population,— 
the class who live upon public expenditures, 
and share in the dividends of other people's 
property taken under the form of taxation. 
To these people, the restraints upon munici- 
pal debt, upon municipal taxation, and mu- 
nicipal expenditure, are abhorrent in every 
sense. 


EXIT BELENAP AND PENDLETON. 

The country has received two sickening 
revelations which have brought the blush 
of shame to millions of cheeks. If misery 
loves company, the Republicans who feel 
miserable over the exposures of BELKNAP can 
turn for sympathy and companionship to the 
more miserable Democrats who have on their 
hands the remains of Gentleman Pxrn- 
pLETON. The Republicans have lost a Secre- 
tary of Warand the Democrats a favorite 
candidate for the Presidency’ the one levied 
blackmail on a post-trader, the other Peter- 
Funked the Government out of an immense 
sum on a bogus claim which the owner in his 
lifetime did not consider worth 5 cents on the 
dollar. 

Altogether, the Republicans have no reason 
for feeling worse than the Democrats upon 
the results of Mr. Criymen’s investigation. 
They have been rid of a dishonest character 
who had succeeded by hypocrisy in attaining 
a high place in the Government service, and 
that place has been filled by a gentleman of 
sterling integrity. Sofar, both the country 
and the Republican party are the gainers. 
But how is it with the Democratic party ? 
Their investigation has brought down a Sec- 
retary of War on the Republican side, but it 
has also laid low one of the most conspicuous 
members of the Democratic party, one who 
has received Democratic votes for the Vice- 
Presidency, who for several terms represent- 
ed Cincinnati in Congress, and who has been 
for many years a prominent candidate for 
President. The Democratic Committee have 
revealed to the country that the wife of a 
quasi Republican office-holder had been deal- 
ing in post-sutlerships, and have permitted 
the witnéss to escape who could have led to 
the impeachment and punishment of the 
husband of this woman, if he was implicated 
in the bribery, as he probably was. 
But in doing this the Democratic Commit- 
tee also blundered upon a transaction, 
greatly to their chagrin and mortification, 
by which their good man PENDLETON was im- 
plicated in gouging nearly $150,000 out of 
the Government. Every new development 
in regard to this transaction places Mr. Prn- 
DLETON in a worse plight than before. Thus 
Senator Stevenson, Democrat, of Kentucky, in 
the effort to justify PenpixzTon in pocketing 
more than 50 per cent of the bogus claim he 
collected, really illustrated how enormously 
the Government was swindled; for he testi- 
fied that he had heard Mr. Bowin (the 
principal owner of the Kentucky Central 
Railroad) say before his death that he would 
sell his interest in the claim at 5 cents on the 
dollar, which meant that it was really worth 
nothing. Yet Mr. Pxnpizron, fully as 
familiar with all the facts as Mr. Bowrn, 
proceeded to collect from the same B- 
KNAP 100 cents on the dollar, and 
did so, appropriating nearly two-thirds of 
the dishonorably-obtained money to his own 
use. As in most of the official corruption 
that has been unearthed, the Republicans 
have simply traded off one piece of rascality 
for another on the Democratic side. There 
Was a James Brooks for an Oakes Ames in 
Credit Mobilier, a Somumaxzer for a Bu. 
Ko in Pacific Mail, and now a Penp.ieTron 
for a BexxnaP in the corruption of the War 
Department. 80 far, honors (or rather dis- 
honors) seem to be easy, as between the two 
parties. That is to say, in all the disreput- 
able transactions there have been found high 
Democrats as well as high Republicans; but 
in the present instance the relative impor- 


fhe Republicans, and turn it over to the 
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be bad policy to abandon the Republican 
party because it contained a BELKNAP only 
to take up with the Derfiocratic party 
who counted a Pernpreron among its 
most conspicuous men. The partisan 
influence which the full exposure and pun- 
ishment of Betxnap might have exerted has 
without question been offset by the PEXDLx- 
rox exposure and the Democratic act of per- 
mitting Marsx to escape,—in fact running 
him off. In the one case it is apparent that 
one of the men most prominently put for- 
ward by the Democrats for the Presidential 
office has been acting as claim-agent against 
the Government in one of the most disrep- 
utable of all Government jobs; in the other 
case it is evident that the Democrats are not 
competent to punish official iniquity when 
they run across it. They are not likely to 
make any party capital out of this situation. 


THE CITY'S GAS BILLS. 

Ald. Spauprne started a proper and neces- 
sary reform at the last regular meeting of the 
Common Council by moving the appointment 
of a committee to wait on the South Side 
Gas Company to secure a reduction of the 
price charged the city to $2 per 1,000 feet. 
A committee was appointed, consisting of — 
From the South Side, Ald. Srarpma, Ricn- 
arpson, and Cozy; from the North Side, 
Ald. Scnarrnen and Mvurpny; from the 
West Side, Ald. Waterman, Quien, Case, 
Hruprets, and CLAnx, to wait upon the Com- 
panies. We presume that this Committee is 
prepared to present the arguments to the 
Gas Companies in the strongest light,—a light 
hopefully stronger than that which the Gas 
Companies are accustomed to furnish the 
public. If so, we do not see how either 
Company can well resist the justice 
of the claim. Some time ago, in re- 
sponse to a popular demand that 
could no longer be ignored, strengthened 
by the growing practice of burning lamps 
where gas had previously been used, the Gas 
Companies reduced the price to private con- 
sumers from $3 to $2.50, and made a special 
price of $2 to very heavy consumers. But, 
notwithstanding the city is by far the largest 
consumer of all, the Gas Companies made no 
change in the price for street gas, because 
they had a contract supposed to be binding 
on the city. But the unfairness of this is 
obvious. If the Companies can afford (of 
which there is no question) to furnish gas at 
$2 a thousand to persons who pay them per- 
haps $6,000 to $10,000 a year, then they cer- 
tainly can afford to make the same price to 
the city, which pays them more than half a 
million. That they should’ refuse to do this 
while enjoying a huge monopoly for which 
the people have paid dearly, both in a public 
and a private capacity, is an unwarrantable 
injustice. 

If, however, the Gas Companies refuse to 
be guided by any considerations of justice, 
and continue to insist upon their pound of 
flesh, then it 1s likely that they will over- 
reach themselves. At the present rate the 
City of Chicago is consuming about $750,000 
worth of gas, and has only appropriated 
something like $500,000, and the city already 
owes some $250,000. This difference be- 
tween the amount appropriated and the 
amount of their bills, the Gas Companies will 
have to wait for until the city gets ready to 
pay it,—and they may find that to be a long 
time,—and the only remedy the Gas Com- 
panies have is to turn off the gas and stop the 
supply. Now we are not sure but this is 
the very thing that the city would hail with 
pleasure. ‘There has already been very seri- 
ons talk of substituting gasoline for 
gas in the new process of manufacture 
whereby each lamp will manufacture its own 
gas by furnishing a pressure from the small 
reservoir connected with it to the wick. The 
light produced by this process is an exceed- 
ingly good one, and the same amount of light 
which now costs the city $2.50 can be ob- 
tained at a cost of from 30 to 50 cents, cer- 
tainly not more than the latter figure. There 
is no manner of doubt that, if the Gas Com- 
panies continue to extort from the city $1 
more than ought to be paid, this new process 
will be substituted, and several hundred 
thousand dollars a year may be saved in 
taxes. The Gas Companies will therefore 
serve their interests by treating the city at 
least as well as they treat their largest pri- 
vate consumers, their contract to the contra- 
ry notwithstanding. 


THE ALABAMA PLAN. 

The now nationally notorious Mr. Gzorez H. 
PENDLETON was in Congress whe® it was pro- 
posed to issue greenbacks and make them le- 
gal-tenders. He was then young, vigorous, 
and honest, and as a lawyer and reasoner he 
denounced the act as a violation of the Con- 
stitution, and prophesied that these notes, 
after having accomplished their office of rob- 
bing the widows and the orphans, demoraliz- 
ing the trade and commerce of the country, 
and producing national and personal bank- 
ruptcy and ruin, would, by universal consent, 
bear the brand of Carn. 

Subsequently, this same Mr. Prxorxrox 
had it whispered that such a good-looking 
man, such an able man, and such a fine ora- 
tor, ought to be President, and forthwith he 
prepared a plan for the payment of the na- 
tional debt,” which plan was to print green- 
backs branded with the mark of Cam, and 
pay them out in enforced exchange for all 
Government bonds. These greenbacks, thus 
used in paying off all the national, State, and 
municipal debts, being declared ‘* money ” and 
not “‘ promisory notes,” could be used to pay 
off all private debts, and then, when all debts 
were paid and there was no further use for 
them, the notes could be put into the fire. 
That “* PenptxTon plan” failed to meet the 
approval of the people, both in 1804 and 
1868, and has passed into history. 

Various other plans for the payment of 
all debts, public and private, have been pro- 
posed from time to time, but they have all 
included, more or less, the manufacture of 
paper dollars and their use as money. ‘There 
have been suggested the celebrated 3.65 
bonds, which are to be notes, or bonds, or 
dollars, just as the holder may decide for 
himself. But the most recent plan, that 
bearing the stamp of high-toned, unadulte- 
rated Democracy, free from all suspicion of 
carpet-bagism, is the one now before the 
Legislature of Alabama, framed by a State 
Commission; at the head of which is the 
Governor, Gzorocr 8. Hooston. The plan 
is simple, easy, and direct,—is self-operating. 
The debt of the State is, in round numbers, 
$30,000,000, of which a small portion is 
trust-funds. Deducting this latter, the ag- 
gregate debt is $27,236,893. This debt the 
Commissioners divide into four classes, and 
they propose that the State shall offer to the 
public creditors in full satisfaction of out- 
standing indebtedness new bonds, as follows:

debt up to Jan. 1, 1877, is sponyed out. After 
that date the new bonds are to bear interest 
ab the rate of 2 per cent for five years ; after 
five years the interest is to be 5 per cent. 

It is true the creditors have the option to 
accept these terms or not; but to reject them 
is to lose all. The State sits down and re- 


"| fuses to do anything else, and when public 


sentiment ever sinks low enough to adopt the 
proposed policy, that is the endof the matter. 

When once the mind can divest itself of 
the old-fashioned notions of honesty and 
public honor, the Alabama plan will com- 
mend itself to the judgment as an infinitely 
better way of paying old debts than by the 


issue of paper dollars. The reader is apt. 


also to admire the liberality with which the 
State has acted towards its creditors. It only 
blotted out two-thirds of the whole debt 
when it might have blotted it all out. The 
reader will notice the keen sense of sovereign 
liberality by which the State lavishly offers 
a million dollars in exchange for fourteen 
millions of bonds in Class No.4, Any au- 
thority less than that of a sovereign State 
would have ignored the creditors of Class 4 
altogether. Fortunate indeed are the credit- 
ors of that class, that they have to deal with 
the representatives of a sovereign State, and 
not with the mere agents of a commercial 
corporation. Sovereigns who repudiate their 
tailors’ bills often make large gratuities. 

As the State of Alabama has passed abso- 
lutely under the control of the Democratic 
party, and is certain to vote for a Democratic 
President next fall, we suggest that the 
Democratic party generally shall compromise 
with Lanpers, and Houtman, and WILLAAu 
ALLEN, and the Cincinnati Haquirer, by adopt- 
ing the Alabama plan as the Democratic solu- 
tion of all our financial troubles. 
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A CITY’S BIG ENTERPRISE. 
One of the boldest and most striking en- 


terprises of the times is that in which the 
City of Cincinnati has embarked, in the con- 
struction of a trunk railway line from that 
city to Chattanooga, and practically to At- 
lanta, to connect with the two great railway 
systems of the South centering at those 
points respectively. Prudent, after the style 
of the old-fashioned safe business men, and 
so little disposed to efgage in speculation 
that here they might be called slow, the capi- 
talists of Cincinnati, full fifteen years since, 
realized that on the north and west their 
trade was being rapidly seized by Chicago, 
which ultimately would monopolize it, while 
at the southwest St. Louis was making great 
inroads upon Cincinnati's traffic. They 
recognized, also, that it was out of the ques- 
tion for them to successfully cope with either 
Chicago or St. Louis for the commercial 
supremacy in these regions. A market for 
their manufactures and customers for their 
merchants were to be found only in the 
South. The Southern trade had made Cin- 
cinnati. But that was in the days when the 
rivers were the great channels of commerce, 
not the minor by-ways they have become in 
this era of railroads. And from the trade of 
the South Cincinnati’s business men found 
themselves cut off by an intervening stretch 
of about four hundred miles of country, most 
of which was a comparative wilderness, 
mountainous, and cut by unbridged rivers,—a 
wilderness in which the snort of the iron 
horse had not been heard. Beyond were 
the great railroad systems of the South center- 
ing at Chattanooga and Atlanta, with com- 
munications extending throughout the cot- 
ton States in every direction. A trunk line 
tapping the Southern railway systems at those 
points was the sine gua non to the acquisi- 
tion of the Southern trade by Cincinnati, and 
without which that city must sink to 
the rank of a mere side station between 
New York and Chicago and St. Louis. It 
was a road, that trunk line, which, when its 
prospective traffic for the next dozen years 
was reckoned in comparison with the enor- 
mous cost of its construction through that 
mountainous waste, it would not pay to 
build,—except for Cincinnati. Besides, from 
its geographical situation, Cincinnati is not, 
like Chicago, a place to which railroads of 
necessity must come. To get the Southern 
road, Cincinnati must build it, and sink the 
money that must be sunk in its construction, 
looking to the increased trade it would se- 
cure for the profits of the undertaking. 

After various fruitless efforts, by offers of 
bonus and subsidies, to induce some com- 
pany to build the road, the City of Cincin- 
nati undertook it. It was a novel project for 
a municipality, and seemed legally imprac- 
ticable. A carefully-prepared bill, how- 
ever, was presented to the Ohio Legislature 
authorizing the city to sell $10,000,000 
of its bonds and apply the proceeds in 
the construction of the road, and after a 
vigorous contest the bill was, some four or 
five years ago, passed. Then followed a 
stoutly-contested litigation as to the consti- 
tutionality of the act. It was forcibly urged 
that to build a railroad, not only outside its 
corporate limits, but through Kentucky and 
Tennessee and outside the jurisdiction of the 
Ohio courts, was beyond the utmost stretch 
of any powers granted or that could be grant- 
ed the city. The case, however, was con- 
ducted with great skill in behalf of the city, 
and finally the Supreme Court of Ohio sus- 
tained the act. , 

The bonds of the city, tothe extent of 
$10,000,000, bearing 7 per cent interest, 
were then sold in Europe, and so well was 
the negotiation conducted that they were 
disposed of at par. With the proceeds the 
Trastees proceeded with the construction 
work. Mr. Grornez H. Penpteton’s Kentucky 
Central Road extended over so much of the 
proposed route as lay between Cincinnati and 
Lexington, Ky. Itwas a rattle-trap concern, 
pursuing a roundabout course, and, as an 
exorbitant price was asked for it, the Trus- 
tees declined to make the purchase, and com- 
menced work across the river from Cincin- 
nati. Simultaneously work was commenced 
along almost the entire line. Only 13 miles 
of the road, from Nicholasville to Lexington, 
are in operation; between Cincinnati and 
Lexington, but 90 per cent of the work is 
done; and, ata rough estimate, two-thirds 
the work is done for the remainder of the 
line. King’s Mountain has been tunneled, 
the bore being through solid limestone about 
4,000 feet; a large number of other tunnels 
have been completed or are near comple- 
tion; the bridges across the Cumberland and 
Kentucky Rivers are under way, and the 
$10,000,000 is about exhausted. Even in 
its present state, such are the difficulties of 
pushing the road over the projected route, 
that it is generally conceded no com- 
pany would take the road as a gift. 
The $10,000,000 has been judiciously 
expended, and there is work to show 
for every dollar of it. But the road is 
one that will require more tunnels than any 
other 400 miles of railway in the world. The 
bridge over the Kentucky River is only prac- 
ticable by erecting piers to the height of 275 
feet; besides, there are the Cumberland and 


| heavy fills yet to be made. Careful estimates 


show that $6,000,000 will be required to com- 
plete the road-bed and lay the rails, and that 
amount the people of Cincinnati on Tuesday 
voted. Under the act of the Legislature, 
which, we believe, reserves to the city in a 
modified form the right to regulate freight 
rates, the road will be leased to a company 
which will operate it. When completed, it 
will supply the missing link between the 
great railway systems of the North and South, 
and will give Cincinnati opportunity to seize 
upon a vast Southern traffic from which it 
has been in effect wholly cut off by the policy 
of the Louisville & Nashville Road, operated 
in the Louisville interest, and which has 
made every effort through the Kentucky 
Legislature to throttle the Cincinnati project. 
The scheme is the giant undertaking of a city 
to in its commercial position, and, from 
the fabaighted enterprise with which it us 
been embarked in, will doubtless be crowned 
with success, while in the end it will have 
cost less than ten years’ stealings of a munic- 
ipal ring such as Chicago has had experi- 
ence of. 
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Perhaps the most creditable thing done by 
the Democrats anywhere for some time is the 
nomination of Mr. Dem A. WILL to fill the 
vacancy in Congress occasioned by the death 
of Mr. Sranxwrarnrn, of Connecticut. The 
district which was represented by Mr. Sranz- 
WEATHER is Republican, and he was the only 
Republican Representative from the State, 
having been elected by a majority of about 
900 votes over his Democratic opponent. We 
presume that Mr. Werxzs will be defeated, 
but his defeat will not probably be owing to 
the division of parties as they stood when 
Mr. Srarxweftoen was elécted, but because 
Mr. Ws will lose more Democrati¢ votes 
among the. high-tariff and rag-baby Demo- 
crats than he will gain from the conservative 
kepublicans who will vote for him on ac- 
count of his sound views on currency, 
tariff, and taxation. We have no hesitation 
in saying that, aside from every partisan feel- 
ing, Mr. Wett is the sort of man to send to 
Congress, and he would be a credit to any 
district that should elect him. He could be 
of great service to his country in the elu. 


up with a bearing on the tariff, on 
taxation of every kind, on the national cur- 
rency, on banking, and every notable subject 
of political gconomy. But it is precisely on 
this account that there will be a desperate, 
and probably successful, effort to defeat Mr. 
Wruts. The beneficiaries of the infamous 
system falsely called Protection and the 
speculators who hope fora dilution of the 
currency will spare no effort to keep out of 
Congress a man who might prove so formida- 
ble to their selfish schemes ; and in the State 
of Connecticut such opposition is more likely 
to come from the Democratic than from the 
Republican party. 


It is announced that Mr. Torx and his 
friends in New York are elated over the ex- 
posure of Mr. Penpueron as a claim-agent 
for swindling claims against the Government. 
We are inclined to doubt this; the circum- 
stance is more damaging to the general 
interests of the Democratic party than it can 
be possibly beneficial to the individual inter- 
ests of Mr. TD as a Presidential candi- 
date. Apropos of the killing-off of Demo- 
cratic candidates, it may bg mentioned that 
the Chicago Times has recently printed a 
letter from St. Louis which charges that Mr. 
Tr., as one of the Directors of the Terre 
Haute, Alton & St. Louis Railroad, has been 
engaged in defrauding the stockholders of 
that Company. The charge is in effect that 
of misappropriating trust funds by the man- 
agers, by taking up some $280,000 worth of 
surplus bonds for their private benefit, when 
the bonds were not necessary to the pur- 
poses of the Company, and giving no con- 
sideration for them. We are not disposed to 
credit this statement, which probably grows 
out of some dispute in regard to the manage- 
ment of the road. Certainly if Mr. Torn 
is not without a smirch, then we do not 
know where the Democratic party will look 
for a Presidential candidate. 

The New York Herald of Monday published s 
cable dispatch from London reporting the elope- 
ment of the Marquis of BLanprorp with Lord 
ArLrsronp's wife. In the foot-note appended | 
to the dispatch the Herald stated that the Mar- 
quis of Buanprorp, who is the son and heir 
presumptive of the Duke of Marg_aonoves, 
is in his 32d year, and that the lady with 
whom he eloped was married in 1846 
to the present Lord Ayrtesrornp. There 
is a mistake here. The Herald has made 
the Marquis of Branprorp elope with the 
mother of Lord AyLgesrorp, not with his wife. 
The wife is the woman who has eloped. A Mar- 
quis of 32 who shoald elope with a Countess of 
50 would be open to serious reproach on the 
score of taste, as wellasfor his treachery and 
immorality. Lord AYLEsrorRD was a pear friend 
of the Marquis of Buanprorp, and both were 
friends of the Prince of Wales. No sym- 
pathy need be wasted on either of the men con- 
cerned. Both are profligates on principle. But 
the lady in the case, before marriage known as 
Mies Epira WILIA, third daugbter of Col. 
WILLIans. of Temple House, Buckinghamehire, 
is described asa charming woman, noted for 
feminine accomplishments and a singularly win- 
ning disposition. She is more sinned against 
than «sinning, though she has been guilty of 
foolish and criminal conduct in abandoning one 
profligate to run away with another. 


Senator Stevenson, of Kentucky, undertook 
to show what a smart man bis friend GrOnO H. 
PENDLETON was, and testified in regard to the 
swindling railroad claim for a second compensa- 
tion for services already paid.

This testimony has not done PenpLeron much 
good. While it exhibits him in the light of an 
adroit and successful lobbyist, it also shows the 
character of the claim he vulture-like fastened 
upon the Government.

Grand Haven, Mich., March 14.—A orimina 
case is now on trial here, which is exciting much 
interest, not only in this city and county, but 
throughout Western Michigan. Melvin C. Fal- 
ler, aoquitted several months since of the mur- 
der of WilsonjPeund, for which his father is im- 
prisoned for life at Jackson, is now being tried 
on the original charge of tearing up the track of 
the Michi Lake-Shore Railroad in 1871.

DEMOCRATIC BRIBERY, 
The Methods of Fernando Wood. 


Money Alleged to Have Been Paid to 
Him for a Political Ap · 
pointment. 


New York Times, March 12 

It has been for many years a standing re- 
proach to the Democratic varty, and one from 
which it has apparently made no effort to clear it- 
self, that it has retained as party leaders and has 
elected repeatedly to the most responsible offices 
men notoriously corrupt. For years open charges 
have been made against some of the most 
prominent men in the party of flagrant be- 
trayals of public and private truste, and of 
shameless jobbery in office.

A Definite Amount of {t Likely to Be 
Turned Off by a St. Louis Company 
Aw Infinite Quantity of a Here Vola 
tile Quaixy Turned ou by the Cit-

Sr. Lovis, Mo., March 15.—For several weeks 
the gas war in this city has been fierce, and is 
rapidiy reaching the culminating point. The 
Laclede Gaslight Company, which supplies the 
northern part of the city, has notified the Mayor 
that, if a certain amount which they claim to be 
due is not paid them by the Ist of April, the gas 
will be turned off. "The city claims the title to 
the pipes which are being used by the Company, 
and which are valaed at over half a million 
dollars, and for that reason refuses to 
pay the demand for gas used. The 
Mayor has directed a letter to the City Engi- 
neer, directing him to furnish estimates of the 
lighting of streets with oil in the event that the 
gas should be shut off. The residents of the 
north part of the city express great indigna- 
tion and make serious threats against the La- 
clede Company should the gas be turned off: 
Some have gone so far as to express a determi- 
pation to assist in the most overt acts and vio- 
lence to the property of the Company, 
and this feeling will no doubt be in- 
tensified day by day as the gas ques- 
tion continues to assume more serious aspects. 
The suit pending between the city and the St. 
Louis Gaslight Company, in which the former 
claims possession of title to the works, is creat- 
ing great excitement. The city has brought 
suit for the works, as well as suit on a claim for 
several hundred thousand dollars, and the 
charge is of long standing that tne company has, 
during a series of years, practiced the grossest 
frauds on the city. The city claims that it has 
had legal title to the works since 1870, 
and that all the profits dorived since 
then, amounting to over $2,000,000, 
belong to the city. A committee appointed by 
the Council has been examining the books of 
the Company, and a startling rumor is in circu- 
lation to-night that the committee has discov- 
ered where the books of the Company have been 
mutilated (several leaves torn out) for the pur- 
pose of concealing a profit of $1,100,000, out of 
which it is evident the Company intended to de- 
fraud the city. The report seems to be well au- 
thenticated, and a great sensation has been cre- 
ated among those who have heard of the disoov- 
ery.

Additional Particulars Concerning the 
New York Bank Failure. 


A New Set of Directors Elected--- 
The Concern Will Resume. 


THE NEW YORK BANK. 
ANXIOUS DEPOSITORS. 
Snecal lnepateh to The Chicage Tribune. 

New Yoru, March 15.—Inquines st the Bank 
of New York were made to-day by many deposit- 
ors who were anxious to know the exact condi- 
tion of affairs. In the back parlor the Directors 
and stockholders held informal conferences to 
exchange views and consult as to the best means 
to be pursued. When Richard Patrick, the 
actual head of the concern was asked to make & 
statement tothe public of the casses of the 
failure of the bank, and to explain the extraor- 
dinary loans he had made to Smith & Girvan, of 
Broad street, and to himself and others, 
he said he was too much engaged,—that his 
time was occupied,—and, therefore, be could 
not be expected to make a statement. Mr. Duer 
knew nothing which would be of benefit, Mr. 
Patrick having had charge of the business of the 
bank. The Directors were also ignorant. Later 
on, however, when the excitement began to sub- 
side aud matters grow more settled, Mr. Patrick 
still had no time to make a statement. August 
Belmont, one of the largest stockholders, was 
present. Bank-Examiner Meigs was there offer- 
ing the benefit of his experience. President 
Vermilye, of the Merchants’ Bank, and other 
bank officers, also gave advice and offered ma- 
terial assistance. 

NO BANKRUPTCY PROCEEDINGS. 

Upon the production of proper securities, at 
the request of persons interested, supported 
by the Bank Examiner, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency Knox had withbeld the appointment of a 
Receiver in order that the bank might go into 
voluntary liquidation. Bank-Examiner Meigs 
had testified that the bank had means to liqui- 
date its obligations to depositore and other 
creditors, This was not sufficient, however, for 
the Comptroller insisted that he should bave a 
proper written guarantee that the integrity 
necessary for the application of the assets to 
the payment of debts existed. The Directors 
and the stockholders were favorable to both 
propositions, but 

HESITATED TO COMMIT THEMSELVES ON PAPER. 
The Comptroller said he insisted on having this 
guarantee, and the afternoon was spent in dis- 
cussing the matter. According to an authorita- 
tive statement, the obligations of the bank are 
about $3,000,000 in round numbers. Of this 
amount depositors representing $1,000,000 bave 
agreed to wait some time for their money. This 
leaves about $2,000.000 to be provided for. 
Against this there are $1,500,000 cash and ge- 
curities. Now,

as to liquidate all obligations on demand, 
the Comptroller would gran the request 
not to appoint a iver, but would allow the 
bank to liquidate and reorganize.
